Washlsoton, Sept. 20 — An official dia- 
patch received at tho Japanese legation to- 
day from the mioiater of foreign affairs at 
Tokio gives the following aooount of tlie. 
Fiog Yang battle: " C^en. Nodzu, com- 
niandor in chief, reports as follows ; In the 
Ping Yang fight, bo fur as ascertained, our 
loss was 1 1 officers and 151 men killed, :!0 
ollioora and 521 men wounded, bosides -10 
otiicers whose fate is unknown. The Cliin- 
eie loat over 2,000 killed ; tbe uumbor of 
vroancleiis as yetuinknown, butlaeatimttcd 
to be very larqe. A number of wounded 
Chinese are in our field ambulance hospital, 

London, Sept. 20. — The Japunoeo lega- 
tion hero received a dispatch from Tokio 
this morning stating that tho JapuLieso fleet 
atone o'clock in tho afternoonof SoptemberlU 
met eleven Chineso warships and six torpedo 
boats 35 miles northeast of Hui Yang Tao, 
and that in the fight ensuing four of the 
Chinese ahipa were sunk and one was 
burned, lb was at fir.«t assnmed that this 
dispatch gave tbe result .of another battle 
than the one foaghb off the month of the 
Yalu liver, bub a Uter diepatoh from Tokio 
from the Gential Me>V8, tboDgh differiog 
somewhat ta roipeot of details, makes it 
clear thabib is the Ysln eojgagement that is 
treated of. Aooordiog to the Central News 
advices ib was at noon on September 17 in- 
stead of 1 p.m. September 16, as 
stated in the dispatch to the Japan. 
eso legation. Nine Japanese war- 
ships, coQveyiDg two armed transports, 
ighted twolvo Chiceee warships and six 
gunboats. Tho f3ghliEK began by an attack 
upon three of tho Chinese warships, wliioh 
wore S'jnk. Aa tho fiijhting progressed an- 
other Chinese warship waa sot on tire and de- 
stroyed, but the roiiiainiug eight, only ono 
of which was uninjured, together with six 
guoboatB, suooeedod in getting away. Tho 
Japanese warships Malshunia and Hi Yoi 
wore slightly damaged and cue of tho armed 
transports was seriously crippled, but none 
of the Japaneee ahips were lost. Tho Jap- 
anese Jobs was twenty men known to have 
been kili«d and forty-six wounded. 

The oorrespondont of the Central News 
at TlentHin telegraphs as follows : The work 
of transferring the troops and stores from 
the Chinese transports to the shore was pro- 
oeddlng rapidly when the Japanese fluet was 
sighted. Admiral Ting signalled to his 
fleet to weigh anchor and form In line of bat- 
tle. Obedient to the order the fleet was 
formed is aiogls line with the exception of 
theotnisera^rong.Eai and Kwong Ting 
and four torpedo boata. whioh/ were formed 
in a seoottd line at the mouth of the river, 
Tho Japanese fleet advanced at full speed 
while the Chinese columns were forming in 
line, until bbey came within range, when the 
war ships formed in line of battle, nine of 
them In the first ootnmn and three gon 
boats and five torpedo boats in the second 
column. The tiring at tiia outset of the en- 
gagement was of an indiirerent order but the 
Japineae were creeping gradually cloaor to 
tho Chinese shipa and their gunners 
wera improving their i^im by prac- 
tice. The Chineso barbette ship 
TiDg Yuen waa tho first to siifrcr any eevera 
injury, a Japanese shell bursting in her bat- 
toiY- A coaoeleas c-Annonado was kept up 
on both sides for an hour and a half, when 
the Japuneae bliip .Saikio wis rendered help- 
less and, accardiag to tho assertion of a Chi- 
nese otiioor, S'snk soon afterwards. Two of 
tho big puna of tho battle aliip Chen Yuen 
were disabled but she continued to use her 
small guns. 

The vessels of both fleets worked very 
easily under steam and the Jupanoao v/ero 
coDBtantly mann-uvring, but the Cliinesa 
held thoir original poaii ion. Suddenly fA-o 
Japuneao cruieers, believed to have boon the 
Akilzuhiua and tho Yoshiiio endeavored to 
break the- Uhineae lino. They were followed 
by three torpedo boats. As the Japaneeo 
ahipa advanced at full speed the Chineau 
ships Ching Yuen and Chao Itung backed 
full apocd oBtern to avoid diaoster. The 
Japanese torpedo boats fired, but their pro- 
jpctiles were stopped by nets, Thegunsof the 
Chinese ships were quickly trained on tho 
two Japanese oruisors and they retired after 
a ehort time almost helpless. The Chinese 
declare thoy wore sank. The Ching Yuen 
waa ec-erai times pieroed by shells. The 
Choo VuDH run ashore while retreating 
and Ixic jmi- a target for the Japanese until 
ahe vtas act on lire. (The King Yuen was in 
a torriblo plight. A shell burst through her 
decks und she slowly foundered, while 
flames burst from all parts of her. The Tsi 
Yuen withdrew from the first into theseo- 
ond oolunin, Tho Chinese torpedo boats 
vainly attempted to put the Japimsie on 
the defensive, but the Japanese remained 
tho aggressors throughout, although two or 
three' attempts to break tho Chineao line 
wore repulsed, Thn cruiser N'ang Woi 
wont ashore stern foremost and met a fate 
similar to that of the Chao Yung. 

Alter tho first throe hours of tho engage- 
ment tho firing was intermittent. Tbe 
captain of tho cruiser Chi Yuen fought 
bravely when hia ship was little bettor than 
a wallowing wreck, until tho cruiaer was 
sunk by a torpedo and her crow engulfed. 
The scene at this point is described as up- 
palllBg. , Many guos on both sides were dis- 
abled ; thO; ships rolled heavily, and thoir 
steam panops were kept constantly at work 
to keep them afloat, baring the last hour 
of the battle soino of the Chinese ships ran 
out of ammunition and some of the Japan- 
060 shlpa threatened ,to founder. At dusk 
tlie Japanese ships moved slowly southward 
in double lino. It seems impossible that tbe 
surviving Chinese ships oan |}e repsired be- 
fore winter, 

Tho Central News has rooeived from To- 
kio additional details of the naval fight, as 
follows ; ^Viien tho Japanese sighted the 
ChincHQ fleet tho latter ships were steaming 
toward the Yalu river, in which direction 
they proceeded, appearing iudiaposod to 
fight. The Japaneao chased them for an 
hour, whon tho Chiyodo, getting within 
rango, drew tho fire of tho Cliinoso flagahip. 
A running fight of two hours' duration pro- 
coded tho main engagement in tho bay, 
during which the transports entered tlio 
Yalu river safely. 

A Tiinos special from Horlin says the 
statement that Viceroy Li Hung Chang had 



committed suicide in consequence of the 
reverses that had been met by the Chinese 
army, and his degradation in consequence, 
is denied hare. As a matter of fact be oom- 
muaioated yesterday with the Chinese legs- 
tiot in this city. 

The Chen Yuen was a protected cruiser 
built at Elswick, England. She had a dis- 
placement of 2,300 tone, protective steel 
decks and speed of eighteen knots. Her 
armament consiated of three eight-inch 
Krupps and two six-inoh Armstrongs, pro- 
tected by splinter proof shielda, sight one- 
pounder rapid-firing Hotohkisa guns, six 
Catling guns and four torpedo tubes. 
Captain Tang was her commander. The 
Chao Yuen and Yang Woi, sister ships, 
were well known Elswick cruisers. They 
carried two twonty-fivo-ton Armstrong guns, 
and hsd a speed of fourteen knots. Capt. 
Wong commanded the Chao Y'uen and Capt. 
Lin the Y''ang Woi. The Is-ing Y'"uen is a 
belted cruiser and was built at Stettin in 
1S83. It is of 2,000 tons displacement, has 
a speed of sixteen knots and lu armed with 
two 21- centimetre Kruppers in a barbette 
forward; two 2,'i-csntim6ter Kruppors on 
broadside and two torpodo tubes. She is 
commanded by Capt. Len, who has had 
some training In the British navy. 

Yokohama, Sept. 20. — No Japanese voa- 
sols were lost in the engagement in \''alu 
river. Tho Japanese warships Matauhima 
and Yoaho and tho transport Salkiomaiu 
wcro engaged, but to what extent tbe dia- 
patoh does not state. There was great loss 
of life on both sides. 

SifANflllAl, Sept. 20.— A dispatch from 
Korea announces that the first battle be- 
tween modern sh!ps-of-war has t^iken place 
on the Yalu river, north of the Gnlf of 
Korea, and both sides claim tbe victory. 
Another report says the Japanese omisers 
prevented the landing of the Chinese troops, 
and therefore tl)e Japanese claim . the vic- 
tory. It is added, however, that the Jap- 
anese lost four warships and that the Japan- 
ese fleet was. compelled to retreat after hav- 
ing suffered a heavy • loss in .killed and 
wounded. The Chinese fleet, it Is also said, 
has returned to Wei-Hai-Wei. A second 
says that Admiral Ting and Col. von Han- 
neken were nob killed, bub were severely 
wounded. 

New York, Sopt. 20. — A dispatch from 
Shanghai aaya ; Field Marshal Connt Yuga- 
mal a, commanding ^the'lforcea in Korea, is 
marching with 45,000 Japanese troops on 
Moukden from the southeast. Tho treasure 
captured at Ping Yang amounted to §3,000,- 
000. 

St. Petersiiuro, Sept. 20. — Tho Novoe 
Vromya and the Novosti in artiolcs on tho 
naval victory of Japan over China aay it 
will not afTeob in any way Rusaia'a strong 
reaolvo not to permit the annexation of 
Korea. Tho Novosti advocates the inter- 
vention of the powers on the ground that 
tlie war is prejadioial to their oommeroial 
iiitercMts.'

ON THE WARPATH. 

Negro Indians Terrorizing Kansas and Oom- 
iiiUtInt; nil Kinds of Outrages. 

Wichita, Kas., Sept. 20.— King Blue, 
ruler of the neftro Indians in the neiitbbor- 
hood of Stonewall, .Cbiohasbw nation, is onb 
on a marauding tour at the head of a liand 
of his people, and ia terrorizing the whol4 
country. The band attacked tho residence 
of George Truux, postmaster at Stonewall, 
and taking Truax, who is a white man, and 
hia E(iuaw wife, they btiemd them with cords 
and proceeded so elestroy everything they 
could find about tho promitiee and the ad- 
joining farms. Thoy then whipped thoir 
priaonera and treated the women to all kinds 
of indignities, Other citizens, both Indians 
and e(juaw women, have been rrmltreated 
and several women have been outraged. 
King Blue and hia negro followers are inter- 
lopors in tbe nation and have no legal right 
to lands. The Indian police are now out 
after them, and a mooting of the two forces 
will probably result in a bloody conflict. 

LOUISIANA REttULATORS. ■ 

OabrageociB Acta ef a Band of Whites Who 
Undeirtoolc to Deal With the Negroes. 

New York, Sept. 20.— A special to the 
Sun from New Orleans says : *< For some 
time a party of regulators, young white men 
from 18 to 25 yoars old, have been going 
through parts of Yermilion pariah whipping 
and otherwiao "regulating" negroes who 
were obnoxious to them, Sherifl Loblonc 
determined recently to break up the regu- 
latora. Hearing that under the loadership 
of Marshal Duhomono they proposed to 
" regulate " a negro named Newton Jonea, 
the ahorilF with a posse of deputies lay in 
wait on Saturday night last. Whon Duhom- 
ono and his gang came in sight, all armed 
and masked, the sherifl pounced on them 
and captured the entire party, nine in num- 
ber. .VI oonwhile Newton Jones, hearing of 
thoir propoasd visit, had collected his 
friends and lay in ambush.for the regulators, 
not knowing that the sheriff was also after 
them. When the party was retnming to 
AbbeviUe,,.and was about, two miles from 
the town, the negroes opened 'fire on the 
gang from amhuah, firing only two shots. 
They killod two of tho regulators, Bomare 
and Shexnaydro, and narrowly miaaed the 
sheriff. As soon as the ambnshers found 
that It was a sheriff's poaae they fled.

Farther Details of the Great Naval 
Engraffement— The Chinese 
Losses. 

AH the Effective Staff Made Prlsouers 
— Opiuious of the Ed g- 
HhU Press. 



London, Sept. 20. — A Yokohama dia- 
patoh suys the Japaneseolaim to have vronfk 
viotory in the engagement with the Chinese 
flset at Yaln. Another Shanghai diepatoh 
states that the Japanese army which defeat- 
ed the Chinese at Ping Yang and Odiptured 
that city are murohiiig towards Wi Ju, from 
which point they will proceed to Monk Den. 

Every honr adds to the oruahing charac- 
ter of the Chinese defeat at Piog Yang. The 
total Chinese 1o8b is now said to be over 
seventeen thousand killed, wounded and 
prisoners, Ths Chinese orisonora who are 
not wounded nambar 14,500. It is proba- 
ble that this number will be inoreaaed dur- 
ing the next tew days by the prisoners who 
are constantly being brought in by Japanese 
o .valry. Besides General Tao Fonk Fal, 
oommauder in ohief of the Manohurian 
army, who surrendered only when badly 
wounded, the Japmese oaotared Qenerala 
Tso Paok Woi. Wei Ink Wal, Nayn Kow 
E'}g aad ijei Kin Lcn, praotioally all the 
fcffootivo Cliineae staff, 

Sitaoti Shinp, it is reported, la IntriRuinf; 
against Li Uung Chung through the Empiir- 
or'a favorite toucher. The Japanese are 
rapidly advanoing upon Mookden. It is re- 
ported that Viceroy Li Hung Chang will be 
depoBcd. 

A Shanghai dispatch dated to-day eaya 
thn Ctilnesii waruhipa engaged in the uaval 
battle at Yulii were tho Ting Yuen, Chin 
Yuen, I'ang Yuon, Lii Yuen, King Yuen, 
Chin Yuon, Isi Yuen, Chao Yung, Y'ang 
Wei, Kuiug H'kl, Kuang Ping, and four tor- 
pedo boats. This fleet was convoying six 
traneportB loaded with troops on route to re- 
inforce the C'nineBB atY'iChoiv. The attack- 
ing Jafaaese fleet coneistod of 10 voasela. The 
Chinese fought hard until duuk, when the 
Japanese retired, supposedly on account of 
lokdk of ammunition. Tho Japanese war- 
ships Ambasaima and Voabima and the 
transports Saikio were damaged, but to 
what extent haa not been learned. The Chi- 
nese fleet with the exception of the King 
Yuen, Chin Yuen, Chao Yuni> and Yang 
Wei returned to \Vei Hai Wei with the 
transports. All tho veBsols were greatly 
damaged. It ia reported that the trans- 
port Toonan was lost. The Chinese fleet 
will proceed to Fort Arthur for repairs. Ad- 
miral Ting and Col. Hanneken were slight- 
ly wounded. A private dispatch says nine 
Japanese and twelve Ciiinese worships were 
engaged. The dispatch also says that while 
the Chinese lost four ships the Japanese lost 
none, thongh the fleet sustained consider- 
able injury. 

A dispatch from Ha Moi, the cipital of 
Tonquin, says an unsuooesifnl attempt waa 
made to wreck a train from Langson by 
pirates. The engineer was killed. [The 
pirates were driven off 

A diipatch filed at Shanghai at midnight 
says the Chinese claim that they have defeat- 
ed the Japanese fleet. It is added, how- 
ever, that this claim ia not entirely indorsed 
by the correspondent at Port Arthur, which 
lies across the<3ulf of Korea from the aceno 
of the engigannent. He says he haa seen 
some of tho oUicera who took part in the 
battle, and that they evidently did not be- 
lieve that the fleet had been viotorioua. 
Some half a dozan Japanoao warahipa put 
into Port Arthur. AH were badly damaged 
and full of wounded men. 



ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The Chinese northern equadron, under 
the command of Admiral Ting, loft Port 
Arthur Friday night, having under convoy 
seven tranaporta. All the troopa on ix>ard 
the transports were Hunans, moat of 
them infantry. There were also 
a number of artillery with their 
batteriea on board. Several Europeana 
accompanied the fleet, The ob- 
ject of the expedition waa to land troops 
near AYiju, whence they were to be sent to 
the front. Nothing was seen of the enemy 
until the mouth of tho Yalu river was 
reached. Then a fleet of warships waa re- 
ported to bo in sight and bearing dotvD upon 
the Chinese equadron. Signals were hoisted 
on the Chinese flagahipa ordering the trans- 
ports to make all possible speed for a place 
of safety, Siqnals were also set for the 
Chinese fleet to clear for action. This order 
was promptly obeyed. 

In the meantime the Japanese squadron 
was coming up rapidly, making direct for 
the Chinese vessels. The transports had 
ran in toward the shore and hurried prepar- 
ations were made to send the troops ashore. 
Many of them were landed before the battle 
began. 

Tbe'Chin Ytien, one of the roost powerful 
vessels ia the Chinese navy, tired a sholi at 
the Japantbu a.a aoon ua the latter oame 
within range of her guna. The fire was 
promptly returned, and soon tho Chin Vuen 
waa hotly engaged with two large Japaneao 
cruiaera, one of which ia aaid to have been 
the Chi Yoda. The other Japaneao vessels 
got into tho poaitiona they desired, and tho 
fight became general. For aix houra tho 
battle waa willed furinualy, the deep boom 
of tho great guna coining along with tho 
sharp reporiB of tlio rilL'a. Xt-arly 
all tho voaaola on both aidca svero 
engaged for tho whole aix hours. 

Th» Krupp and Arniatrorg guna of tho 
Chin Yuen were well torvcd, and she poured 
a hot and well auatained tiro from her aux- 
iliary baltories. Oiio of the Japanoso ehipB 
diaoharped a torpedo at hor. Tho adsnile 
aped well from ita tube aud atrucU tho Chin 
Yuen fairly. When it explodod it waa ap- 
parent that it had done groat diimago, for 
tho Chin Yuen began to aettio aliiioai, imme- 
diately. Her crow, however, stuck to her 
guna and delivered annio efluotivo ahota be- 
fore tho vesaol sank. Tlio boltod cruiser 
King Yuen met a similar fato, being struck 
with a torpedo and ainkiug afterward. 
Many of the crew of both veasela went 
down while atanding at cloae quartera. 
Only a few on board vvcro aavod, and it 
ia reported that COO oflioera and men were 
drowned by the foundering of the two 
vessels. After the Chin Yuen and the 
King Yuen hod gone dowoi the cruiser Y^aog 
Wefahd the Chao Yuen ran aground, while 
manceavring for position. . They were help- 
less, and a destructive fire was poured into 
them from the bigjsansof the Japiknoso. 

It is estimated tut the total Chinese Iocs 
In killed and wounded is 1,600. It Is report- 
ed that the Japanese loss was 1,000 killed 
and wounded. Up to tho time of sending 
the diapatnh it was impossible to '.earn the 
name of tho Japanese vessel which the Chi- 
noeo allege to have been destroyed In the 
ongagomont. 

The Y'alu river is tho boundary between 
Korea and Manchuria, It ia a large stream 
and tho Jupanoso must cross it on their 
way to Monkdon and Poking, Tho Chluoflo, 
by landing troops on tho north bank of tho 
river, hope to check the advance of thu con- 
queriog Japa, The Yaln river la not far 



north of Pingyang, where the greater por- 
tion of the Japanese army is ooncentraccd. 

VVAsniNOTON City, aopt, 20— I'lio con- 
finnaiory news received by Secretary Grcph- 
am of the defeat of tho Chinese by laud aud 
s'^a, with the further notice that telegraptiic 
comm'inioation between Peking and Korea 
nua been out off by tho Japanese, is taken 
here as an evidence that the Chinese forces 
are In a miserable plights' The small rem- 
nant of an arroy in Korea is out off from 
reinforcements by ana as a' result of the de- 
feat of tho Chinese flset at the mouth of tne 
Y^ulu river ; they oannot communicate with 
their own government by wire, and as their 
escape from the Korean peninsula by the 
northern overland route Is prevented by tho 
seizar^ of the mountain paeaoa by Japanese, 
their anrrender - appeara ,to be inevitable. 
The Japanese, therefore,' are now in force on 
the border and ooaat of their enemy, and an 
early transfer of the scene of war from Korea 
to China is looked for,'by army officers, un- 
leaa the movement should be prevented by 
the early advent of winter. Military ex- 
perts bolievo that an soon as the remaining 
Chineao troopa (in Korea have aurrendored, 
the Japanese will transport the main body 
of their troops by sea from Pingyang to tlm 
Manchurian coast, and making a rapid 
advance on Moukden, tho capital of tho 
province, will aoon bo in a position to organ- 
iz! a campaign on Poking itaolf. It is be- 
lieved here that tho Chineao forcoa are 
almost domorali/.ed, ani that the only 
obatacio to tho triumphant campaign of tho 
Japanese, opart from tho inclement winter 
of northern China, ia to be looked for in the 
interferenoo of the groot powers. 

There ia reason to believe that tho feelinR 
ia growing in Kurope that the war bids fair 
to go beyond bounds uuleaa some influence 
ia brought to boar to chock it, and some 
nationa having largo interests in China have 
taken the alarm already. Thoy fear the 
result on their own interosta of so over- 
whelming a victory l)y Japan, that must be 
followed by the domination of Japanese 
interests, and, animated by commercial and 
territorial jealouay, they are seeking a way 
to terminate the war. 
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37 Government Street, Corner of Broughton. 
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The Times, commenting on tho Japanese- 
Chinese war, aaya the Chinese admiral by 
hia inactivity has handed over Korea to 
Japan and oooaaioned the loea of the only 
trained forca at Li Hung Chang's disposal. 

Commenting on the Yaln river engage- 
ment the Times says that unless the result 
ia wholly different from what it appears the 
troopa which were hastily landed must be in 
a helpless atate, and adds that it is doubtful 
if the Chinese naval and military leaders 
will over recover the advantages they for- 
feited by their inaptitude aud delay in eze- 
c A tion. 

The Daily News, in an article comment- 
ing on the naval battle off the mouth of tho 
Y'alu river, says ; " We withhold our esti- 
mate of the oonsequonces of the buttle 
owing to the f-ict that the accounta of the 
fighting are atill too meagre for us to deter- 
mine the result. It is our opinion, how- 
ever, that if General Yamagati capturea 
Korea he wilt lose it again unless tho Japan- 
ese fleet gains command of tho sea. The 
war remains primarily a naval one," 

The Post saya the boast of Count Ito, 
prime minister of Japan, that tho Japanese 
wore the next strongest fleet to that of 
China in tho Northern Paoifio and far more 
aerviceable haa been amply juatiflod, bub 
there ia no reason to suppose that China 
will not wipe out tho Yalu disaster in aubae- 
quent ongagenienta. 

Tho Standard epeaka in high praise of the 
tactics of the Japanese admiral in securing 
a poaition of rare advantage, and expreeaea 
the opinion that it ia exceedingly unlikely 
that China will recover hor position in 
Korea for a long time to come, if over. 
"Japan's arrangement o( tho campaign," 
tho Str.ndard says, " contraata etrikingly 
with tho utter want of definite and decided 
preparationa on the part of China. There is 
something almost childish in the latter's 
conduct)." 

Tho article ooncludes by urging that the 
moment ia propitioua for the powora to in- 
tervene, in epiie of the failure of their pre- 
vious efl'orta to prevent the outbreak. 

Tho Westminster Gazette, commenting on 
the Japanese-Cbineae naval battle, says : 
" Both aides are engaged in verifying the 
theories of Captain Maban. So fur, accord- 
ing to the most approved principles, the war 
has turned oat as it ought to have done." 

The Pall Mall Gazette aaya: "The 
Chinese admiral made tho fatal mistake of 
convoying troops before be had met the 
-enemy's fleet.

TRUE BRITONS. 

Recent evenU have shown that the British 
race has lost neither its enterprise nor its 
plnck. The Britons of to-day are proving 
themselves to be the same Britons in every 
respect that won a reputation for their race 
on a hnndred battlefields, and, in spite of 
difficulties innumerable, planted ooloniei 
and founded nations in every quarter of th( 
world. The story of the conquest of Mata 
bole proves that not only the British soldier 
of to-day, but the British oivilian has in him 
the stufif that conquerors and nation-build 
ers are made of. The Hon. Cecil Rhodes in 
a speech which he made at the Cape Town 
banquet two or three months afco, gave bis 
hearers a clear idea of the kind of men they 
were who cotquered Lo Ben(;ula, doing 
in an incredibly short time with some 1,500 
men the work which competent judges de- 
clared it wonld take 10,000 men to accom' 
plish. 

" With wfiom," said Mr. Rhodes, " did 
we ficiht tho ^tlatabele. Well, really, it is 
the most amusing thing you ever heard of, 
The gentlemen who volunteered to destroy 
tho Matabole power wore butchers — a lduj;h 
— yes, and bikers, too, and men in stores, 
und men connected with business in this 
country. Fortunately a number of them 
bad had volunteer training. Our best man 
with the artillery I think you will find — I 
will not mention his name — was a Cape 
Town man connected with the volunteers, 
. They left their different pursuits and said 
* We must settle the question or clear out of 
the country.' And the extraordinary thing 
is that these men went in with the column 
of 800 men and did the business." 

Another speaker at the same banqmat said 
"I wonder, If ever in the history of tho 
world has a warlike, powerful and populous 
race been coiKjuored and subjugated, and 
driven irom its capital by a handful of voluu 
teers and a small force of regulars led by a 
oivilian doctor (Dr. Jameson), for this is in 
brief how history has recently been mado 
in Sonth Africa and this within a space of 
SO days — our .SO days' ivar." 

The Btftud mado by Major Wilaon 
and his little band of thirty-four 
In the Mutabcle campaign is as 
heroic as anything recorded in history. 
CChis handful of men of the British race were 
snrronaded by an army of from three to 
four thousand armed savages. They had, it 
is believed, among them about li.OOU rounds 
of ammunition. These men hold their 
ground from early in the morning until well 
on in the afternoon ogainst the host by 
which they were surrounded. Mr. James 
Dawson, a Sonth African merohant and a 
friend of Lo ISenguIa, found tho remains of 
these heroua in «n oval apace iu a wood 
•* about 20 yards oue way and 15 another." 
Tho noble fellows stood by ono another un- 
til the last man was killed. Mr. Daw- 
son obtained a fragmentary acoount of 
the fight from the natives who took 
part in it. Tho Zulus were loud 
in tho prniaa of the heroic thirty-four. 
They callod them "men of mon," tho very 
best mon they would wish to have hoforo 
thorn. The thirty-four seem never to havo 
lost heart, they kept on oheeriog to the last. 
One of the mon took a stand on a small eie- 
.TBtiott near tho others and fought nobly as 
long as ho had breath, 

"No ono," said Mr. Dawson, "knows 
who he was. When all tho others woru 
pretty well disabled, or disabled altogether, 
this man was able to stand, and he went 



twenty yards off to a little mound in an open 
space. When the natives came ho beat 
them off. The natives began to think be 
was bewitched, so they gave him time to col- 
loot rifles and revolvers from the remains 
of the party and he took them to his place. 
When they came on again he must have 
fought splendidly, bsci^use ho killed a lot of 
them. He emptied all his guns, and then 
took to his revolvers. He beat them off 
twice but he was at last shot in the. hip; 
and even on the ground he still fonght!nntlI 
he was killed." 

Who can have tho hardihood to speuk 
slightingly of tho race to which this hero 
and the band of heroes of whioh he was one, 
belonged, or to say that they have degener- 
ated. The pioneers of Matabiletnd Masl-- 
onuland have proved that all: that the men 
of tho British race want to show that they 
can do such deeds as their .forefathers did is 
opportunity. ' . 

Haw TO THJB LINE. 

We are glad to see that the Hon. Mr. Hag> 
gart.MinisterofRailwaysand Canals, isdetcr- 

mined that, as far as ho is concerned, those 
who aro implicated iu tho Curran bridge 
scandal muat be hold strictly reeponaiblo for 
what they have done. Ho has done his beet 
towards bringing them to justioa. He made 
in Parliament a full exposure of the whole 
iniquity and denounced the perpetrators of it 
in tho plaineat terms, Tho Government will 
no doubt finish what he began. They will 
ttiko moaaurea to bring every man implicated 
in the fraud to jiiatioo, no matter who ho 
may bo, what his position, and what hia con 
nections. The man who takes part in a 
crime of that kind must be made to feel that 
ho cannot rob tho public with impunity. 
The interests of good government demand 
that tho atricteat search bo mado for him, 
and that when lio ia discovered and hio guilt 
brought homo to him, ho shall be made to 
bear the full consequences of his orime. We 
are glad to see that some of the Conservative 
newspapers of the East are uommendably 
outspoken on this subject. 

VERY SOLICITOUS. 

The Victoria Times and tho Vancouver 
World are mnob oonoemed because tho 
Coi^ONiST and the News>Advertiser agree 
upon the snbjeot of Mr. Lanrier's addresses. 
The solioitnde of our Liberal contemporaries 
surprises ni. There is nothing singular or 
inconsistent in our agreeing with the News- 
Ad vertisor on many subjects — the multipli' 
cation tablei for example. We firmly believe 
that four times fonr are sixteen ; if the 
Advertiser should happen to agree with us 
in this must we straightway contradict it 
and declare that four times four are fifteen 
and a half or seventeen ? \\ hy, we hav 
been known to agree with both the Times 
and the World before now, but does that 
fact bind us to say yea and amen to every 
thing that they see fit to assert ? We are 
surprised at the childishness of our con 
temporaries. They are perfectly welcome to 
make a fetish of Mr. Laurior, but they must 
not expect all their neighbors to embrace 
their superstition. Those neighbors have 
their opinion of the . deliverances of the 
Leader of the Opposition, and they have a 
good right to give expression to that opinion, 
and the Laurierites who gird at them for so 
doing simply demonstrate their own shal 
lowness and their own intolerance. 



NATIVE OANADIANS 

The Toronto Telegram says that : 
" Canada is developing a type of manhood 
that differs from the standards of other na 
tions and differs fur the better. 

"There is usually a quiet, self-reliant 
manliness about the young Canadian that 
the young American- oannob approach, and 
the young Eoglish-Irish or Scotchman can 
not e<|ual. 

"The man who tarries with Canadians 
long enough to know them whether on lake 
or land, lumber camp or city, will learn that 
Canada is raising men who possess most of 
the virtues and few of the woaknosses ohar- 
aoteristio of other nations." 

We are pleased to see a Canadian newspa 
per having a good word to aay for native 
Canadians. There can bo no doubt that 
Canada is producing a race of men who com 
pare favorably with the natives of any other 
country, morally, intelleotually and physi- 
cally. But Canadians must not become con 
ceited. They are not all manly men. Then 
aro Btill far too many ours and cads among 
them. There is plenty of room for improve 
ment. Canadian lads, to do justice to 
themselves, should have a high idea of what 
a man ought to be, and should do their level 
best to live up to it. If they did this they 
would compel the respect of those who are 
inclined to deapioo them, und they would 
givo thofco who lovo tliom tho bnst reason 
to be proud of them. There can bo no bet- 
ter motto for Canadian boys than " Excel- 

SIOR." 

A OREDITABLB SHOWING. . 

It is cheering to find that tho law is ro- 
apooted in tho mining district of West Koot- 
enay. It is generally supposed that crimes 
of violonoo are common iu mining communi- 
ties. It is eo often found that human life is 
not considered snored among miners in the 
wild West of the ITaited States and that the 
deadly revolver ia resorted to- to settle even 
trivial disputes, that it is an agreeable sur 
prise to read that at the autumn assizos in a 
town like Nelson, tho centre of a large min- 
ing district, the grand jury in their present 
ment were able to oongratnlate thepresid 
ing judge "on finding such a marked ab- 
sence of crime, which is the best proof of the 
law-abiding character of tho citizens in such 
a large and important mining community 
as West Kootonay. Only throe indictments 
beirg considered against two indiiriduals 
and but one true bill being found." 

The state of things that exists in West 
Kooteuay speaks well for its inhabitants and 
for the Government. It is an nvidenoe that 
tho people respect tho law and that justice 
is well aduiinislorod. Tho liglit docket of 
the Nelson assizes is not aooideutal. It in 
fact gives the observer a corrooti idea of the 



state of society in that part of the Province, 
Life and property are as safe in that wild 
country, among men who are supposed to be 
rough, as they are in the older and most 
thickly inhabited parts of the Province, 
where all tho elevating and civilizing influ- 
ences of tho age are aotive and id good 
working order, 

AN INVESTIQATION WANTED. . 

The police of the city of Montreal are at 
present under a cloud. It is alleged that 

the force la far from beirg the " finest " ; 
that it ia not i llioient and that it winks hard 
at Crimea and abominations that ought not 
to be permitted to fiourish in any civilized) 
to say nothing of any Christian, communitj' 
It ia just possible that some of the oritios are 
too bard on the police. No reasonable man 
expects tho police ol any city wholly to 
bURpresa orime. It is therefore not roaaon- 
able to hold the police accountable for the 
exittenoe of oiime in a oity or for the fact 
that oivio regulations are violated. What 
the polios oan be fairly held responsible 
for is favoring men whom they know 
to 1)3 criminals, shutting their eyes to 
crimes of whoae existence they are 
perfectly well aware, and permitting 
the continued and eystematio violation 
of civic regulations. All this the Montreal 
police are accused of doing. They are so 
lax in the performance of their duties and so 
inefficient in many respects that they have 
incurred tho consuro of the whole English 
prcaa of tho city, and even ono of the judges 
on the bench, Judge Wurtolo, has considered 
it his duty to speak sternly of the way in 
which the police authorities neglect their 
duties. The Star, the Witness, the Gazette 
and the Herald all comment in language 
more or less snvoro on the conduct of the po- 
lice, and demand an investigation into the 
way in which they do their work. The 
Chief of Police joined in the demand for an 
investigation, but his tinoerity may be 
gauged by !,he fact that he suspended a po- 
liceman who, in a lato trial, gave evidence 
damaging to tho authoritiea. The suspeusion 
of this man will have thoeffectof bringing on 
the investigation apparently so mnoh dreod- 
od by the authorities. The Herald con- 
cludes an exoellent article on the snbjeot 
with the following paragraph : 

" The matter is pressing. The facta have 
forced the people to the abandonment of all 
confidence in the ability of tho force, and 
of much reliance in its good faith, and until 
the source of evil is located and the evil 
itself undone the people will not be content." 

The Witness is much stronger and more 
pointed in the expression of its views. It 
says': "The police authorities thus arraigned 
aro tho Mayor, tho Police Committee and 
the Chief of Police, and those will have 
thick hides if after such a scathing from 
the bench they cry out any longer for a 
speoific charge. The finger of scorn is 
pointed at them now. Will they continue 
in their alliance with crime, or will they 
oppoint an investigation or demand a Royal 
Commission?" 

It is cheering to see that the oitizsns of 
Montreal are being roused to,take a livelier 
interest in municipal affairs. Other cities, 
Vic'oria among the rest, would do well to 
cause their oivio authorities to feel that they 
are continually under intelligent obser- 
vation.

Tho first pait of the 
programmo included aidcctions from the 
worka of Verdi, Mendclsshou, Alfred Peaa 
and tho blind performer himself, tho " Ron-

(Ulind Tom), beirg conspicuously meritori- 
ous numbers. This part was varied with a 
song or two, an analysis of chords, spelling 
by sound and piano, a music box imitation 
(very pleasing indeed), and an illustration of 
tho musical wonder'spoworof perception.

The Iftst aculere roturninp from Bohring 
eea givo the news, b( uind-handi however, 
and atill uncontirmod, that the aobooner 
Triumph his snatched the topHner'a laurels 
from the tjinbrfna, and Is bringing home a 
total Ofttoh of 3,400 Bkloa, 2,109 of which 
were seoured in the eea. Thia ia by a large 
majority the greatesb ootoh of recent years, 
and means a small fortune for owners, sltip- 
per and man. The Triumph this season car- 
ried an all-Indian orew of hunters, several 
of whom are famous both aa shots and spear- 
men. They boasted that they would sur 
prise the veterans this year, and if the report 
of their auooess be true, they certainly will 
Captain J. G. Cox, of the owning firm, E. H. 
Marvin & Co,, does not puttmplloicconS- 
denoe in the report ; ho says that while such 
a catch is of course possible it is not prob- 
able. The same achooner which re- 
ports the Triumph's rare good luck 
brings tho word that by the pre- 
mature diecharRO of the signal gun 
on board, Mate John Graham, of the Tri- 
umph, WHS totally blinded one day lust 
muutli. He was lukou on board the U S ti 
Mohican and placed in her surgeon's oare at 
tho earliest opportunity ; tho warship will 
land him here on returning south for_ tho 
wiuter months. Mr. Grulmni, who i°_ a 
cousin of Captain J. G , (Jluronco and \V;1- 
liaiii Cox, is very well known among the 
marine men and aealora of British Columbia, 
who will await tho receipt of more definite 
news in keen expectancy and the amcere 
hope that the results of tho accident are not 
so seriouB us reported. That famous signal 
gun of the Favorite, which led to her un- 
warranted seizure by i.he Mohican, will to- 
day be placed on exhibition in some one of 
the show windows of Government street, 
and will ovenlually, it is understood, lind 
its way into the Provincial niusoum. The 
curious "firearm" has, in tho expulsiop of 
the schooner from the sea just when she was 
playing in the best of Inolt, lost to the own- 
ers its weight In gold.

R. M. b Miowora sailed from Plymouth, 
England, for Sidney via Capo Town, on 
the liad September, and is duo at Sydney 
on October U. She is to Knive Sydney

Id ia dated Stowo Ilouae, July 21, 1S94, and 
saya: "As I had no knowledgo of my future 
I would not atteqipb to trace a lino of con- 
dnot for my son, feeling with perfeot con- 
fidence that ho win always uphold tho tra- 
ditions of our house, which are love for 
France and tho faithful disohargo of all tho 
duties inciinib'jnt upnu him. I hopo that 
Fruiiuu will soon bu re unitod, all p irtioB 
tinding a basis of common agrenment uuder 
tho traditional monarchy, If I went to 
Frohnsdnrf in 187.'1 it was to show my re 
spectH fur the hereditary principle. Since 
then I have tried to deserve.the confidence 
of my party by fightitii;, although in exile, 
z;.ialoUHly for France." 

Tho document concludea by exprcasing his 
trust that has not abandoned Franco, 

to whom ho gave St. Louis and Joan d'Aro. 
Ho felt certain that Franco would return to 
her old religion and moanwhilo he could only 
hope for the unity of all existing parties. 
Ho was sure that his friends would under- 
stand that this was a neceasary ooditiou and 
precedent to all they hoped for.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enable the Corporation of 
tlio City of Victoria to raise the sum 
of 8150,000 for Water Works Pur- 

poaoa. 

Whereas it is expedient and necessary to 
raise a sum of money for extending and im- 
proving tho supply of water of tho water works 
ot tho City ot Victoria to tho inhabitanta 
thereof, and for that purpose to raiao by way 
of loan upon the credit ot the said city the sum 

ot %\m,m\ 

And whereas It will require the sum ot 
57,731 to bo raised anntially by rate for tho pay- 
ment ef tho new debt and interest; 

And vrhereas the wholo ratable land and 
improvemeota or real property of the said cor' 
poratlon ot tho City cf Victoria, according to 
tho last revised assossment roll for the year 
1891, is 815,559,370.C0; 

And whoroaa It will require an annual rate 
ot ono half ot ono mill in the dollar for paying 

such now dobt and Interest; 

And whereas this By-law ahall not be altered 
or repealed except with tho consent ot the 
liieutenant'QoTemot-in Council. 

Be It therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Council ot tho corporation of tho City ot Vic 
toria, aa follows : 

Seo. I. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of the 
corporation of the City ot Victoria to borrow 
upon the credit of the said Corporation by way 
of the debentures hereinafter mentioned from 
any person or persona, body or bodies corpor 
ato, who may be willing to advance the same 
OS a loan, a sum of money not oxcoddlng in tha 
whole tho sum of §150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, nt tho rate ot 1 80 2 3 dollars to tho one 
pound aterling), and to caiiao all aunia so raised 
or received to bo paid into thu hands of 
tho Troasuror of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with the object hereinbefore re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It ahall be lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be nmdo, 
executed and issued for such sums as may bo 
required, not oxceodiog, however, tho sum of 
?150,000, either in currency (or sterling money 
at tho rato ot 1.8G 2-3 dollara to tho one pound 
storllnK) aa may bo reiiuircd, each of tho said 
dehenturca being of tho amount of Sl.OOJ or ita 
sterlinK equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with the 
seal of the Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. The aaid debentures shall bear date 
tho lat day of October, 1891, and ahall bo made 
payable In fifty yeara from the a.iid dale at 
audi place, either in Great Britain, the United 
Statea of America, or the Doniinion of Canada 
aa may bo deaignated thereon, and ahall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho paymont of 
interest, and the signatures to tho interest 
coupons may be either written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. * 

i3eo. 1. Tho said debentures shall bear in 
tcreat at tho rato of IJ per cent, per annum 
from tho date thereof, which intoroat shall be 
payablo half yearly, at such place, either in 
Great Britain, tho United Statea ot America, 
or tho Dominion ot Canada, as may be ex 
pressed in the debentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shfill bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tlio said dobonturoa and tho interest 
coupons, either or both, lo bo made payable f.t 
auch place, cither in Groat Britain, tho United 
States of America, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may be desired. 

Seo. 6. For the purpose ot raising annually a 
certain speoifio sum tor the payment ot the iU' 

terost on the said debentures during their cur- 
rency, there shall be raised annually tho sum 
ot $0,750, and for tho purpoao ot raising annu 
ally a certain apeclQc sum tor the payment ot 
the debt at maturity, there shall bo raiaed an.

Soc. 7. The said annual suma tn tho next pro- 
ceding paragraph mentioned ahall be raised 
and lovlod In each year by a rate sufllclent 
tborctor on all tho ratable land or improvo 
ments or real property in tho Municipality ot 
the said Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during the continuance of the said debentures 
or any ot them. 

Seo. 8. It shall be lawful tor the sidd 
Municipal Council from time to time to pur- 
chase any ot tho said debentures, and such de-

INSECT PESTS- 

What Is Being Done In the States of Wash- 
logton and Oregon to Get Bid 
of Them. 

Olvmpu, Sept. 20.— letters have been 
sent! to the secretaries of horticultural 
societies throughout the state from the office 
of the board of horticulture, advising all 

fruit growera and persons planting 
trees to guard against tho introduc- 
tion of insect pests. AH nursery trees 
and plants must bo fumigated or disinfected 
by dipping in one of tho following 
solutions, in order that insect pests, their 
germs or larva', may be destroyed, and to 
insure that trees shall be entirely free from 
any insect pect. The formulas recommend- 
ed have also been recommended and sent to 
all nurserymen of the Pacific Northwest by 
President C. L. Whitney, of Walla Walla, 
and Secretary E. W. Sottlemier, of Wood- 
burn, Or., officers of the Northwest Nur- 
serymen's Assoolation. The order of the 
board i« as follows ; 

" Wherever trees or plants are being; sold 
or distributed it should be proven that they 
have been fumigated or dipped and InapeoD- 
ed by a person so authorized. 

" Wherever trees are received for plant- 
ing it would be an additional preventive 
measure to use tho lime, sulphur and salt 
solution before the next spring aeason begins. 

" Wherever any largo quantities of trees 
are received, or trees auepected to be in- 
fected, or where any party refuses to disin- 
fect trees as required, tho commissioner of 
the board of horticulture of such district 
should be notified at once. 

KOBMnLAS FOR DISINFEOrlON. 

No. 1 —All nursery stock ehall be disin- 
fected by dipping in a solution of one" pound 
lyo and one pound whale oil aoap or other 
strong aoap, one pound of tobaoeo and one- 
fourtti pound of sulphur to every seven i^al- 
lona of water. This solution shall be made 
by boiling these ingredienta together one 
hour, or until thoroughly diaeolved. and ap- 
plied at about 103 degrees Fahrenheit, in a 
vat or trouoh made for tho purpose. 

No. 2 — Nuraciy stock may also bo disin- 
fected by covering with an air tight tent or 
box, and fur each and every 100 cubic feet 
of apac'j therein one ounce of futed cyanide 
of potasjium (."iS per cent.) one lluid ounce 
of nulphurio acid and two lluid ounces of 
water shall be uaed. Tho cyanide of po- 
tassium shall be placed in an earthenware 
vessel, tho water poured over tho said 
cyanide of potassium, afterwards adding 
sulphuric acid, and tho tout or box immed- 
iately closed tightly and allowed to remain 
closed for not less than forty minutes. 
Treatment to continue until all inaecta or 
their larva' aro destroyed.

TO 0BVI4TE STKIKES. 

Men to fie Snllsted for tlie Hallway Service by 
Anthorlty of National Law. 

(From the Seattle PrwTimM,) 
The reaent railway strike^ whiob cost tho 
nation, according .to Bradstreet's .reports, 
§81,000,000, has led the St. Paul Northwest 
Magazine to propose a novel plan for the 
prevention of like ocourrenops In the future, 
The plan ia to enliat men for the railway 
service by authoilby of n.itional law. Here 
is a rudimentary outline of the plan : 

First — Enliatmout of railway employes for 
a term of iivo years — the papers are to bo 
signed before a United St'ites commiaaionor. 
Aaaigumont to dill'oreut branches nf tho sor- 
vice according to (|ualitioations, JNo man to 
be diaohargod except for misconduct or in- 
competency, to bo shown by the employing 
company before a oompateut bO'-td'Of refer- 
ence upon which the employe blass should 
bo rcprcBonted. 

Second— Penalties for deserting tho ser- 
vice and refusing to obey tho orders of 
superior oHiiiors. A roaorvation of u cer- 
tain percentage of tho enlisted employe's 
poy, to bo invested for hia benoflt in gov- 
ernment funds drawing interest, to bo paid 
him at the expiration of his term of service 
and to be forfeitablo only In case of his de- 
sertion. 

Third — Enllatod employes to have tho 
right of discharge on their application, by 
giving sixty days notice and to rocoivo with 
their honorable discharge nil arrearages of

"THE BAEHIE FOLK " 

Kcsunie of tlio Interestlns: Lecture by Mrs, 
A, T. Watt at St. Ann's Aciulcmy. 

At St. Ann's Academy yesterday Mrs. 
(Dr.) A. T. Watt gave a very pleasing and 
interesting lecture on tho works Of J. M. 
Barrie, the lecture being tho first ia^the 
course reoentlv announced on English aiith- 
ors. Mrs. Watt, in beginning, expressed 
herself aa divided between an anxious wish 
that those to whom tho Barrio world was 
terra incognita should find it open to them, 
poopl>idwith Barrie folk, and the dread that 
lest by giving snap-ahots at his men and 
women, and hearths and village streets, she 
should be intorforinc with future pleasures 
in the larger views Mr. Barrie paints. 

A brief sketch of his career up to the pre- 
sent was giver, illustrated by the story of 
Rob AnguB in "When a Man's Single," the 
amusing and pathetic incidents of whoao 
newspaper life are supposed to be personal 
with tho author. The book was criticised 
as an example of Mr. Barrio's reservo force, 
the beginninga of his microscopic attention 
to detail, his kindliest of humor, his lovo- 
ablo depicturing of family relationships, bis 
keen insight born of sympathy. , 

The body of the lecture was concerned 
with the Thrums people, with whom Mr. 
Barrie livea tho greater part of the year, 
and who supply him with his inimitable 
character sketches. It was shown how Ottt 
of the poverty-enduring lives of the stern 
Thrums weavers, their stem theology and 
dogged individualities, a warp fav more for 
tragodiea than comedies, Mr, Birrie had 
woven the moat humorous books of the day. 
His humor is never unkind, and we-are 
never permitted 'to laugh at the Xbrnma 
folk. Their lives are aaored, and the pen of 
tho chronicler never writes a jeer, however 
he makes ua laugh. 

Wonio aro much to Mr. Barrie, because in 
all his pure, lovely work there is not a 
coarso word, nor a sontence but what ia an 
influencQ for good. He has depicted mother- 
love more tenderly than anyone, and bis 
men are manly and his women womanly, 
and such is the friendly skill of his art that 
wo are pitiful or amused exsobly as he 
wishes us to be. They remind of the won- 
derful depth of human sympathy ( we oan 
only be thankful that we can make the work 
of this loveable authoi." our own.
